-Namters; :and- belides, you may do it with more ſecu- 
rity, for-1 ſe a Phanatick may Mutther with leſs

I am glad to hear you have ſo great a Head, 
I hope you remember that the primary intention of 
our League 1s to deſtroy that Epiſcopal Church of 
England, that Church which ' is rude to the Saints, - 
and will worfhip nothing in Heaven but God, ard 
riothing upon Earth but the King, and his two Idols 
of Prerogative and Supremacy, thoſe Pagan Tera- 
phims, to which you and I will never bow 3 *tis the 
ruine of this Church that I do chiefly intend, and if 
the King falls inthe Quarrel, he dies by accident. 
Phan. Sir, You know I am obliged to this, both 
by Solemn League and. Intereſt, and, though like

Phan. My firſt Art is a Form of Godlineſs, the 


.only Form I value in the World, for I find that a diſ- 
ſembled Piety does more abundantly ſerve our. Inter- 
eſt, than a ſtrict ſincerity, which 1s therefore juſtly 
called the fimplicity of Religion 3 publick Sobriety 
Is an excellent Stratagem, and wins upon the Vul- 


gar, and the Style and Formality of Holineſs have 
done me as much Service in Exglend, as it does you 


at Rome; and I think I may challenge the Title as 
juſtly as you, I prevail upon the minds of men by 
juſt ſuch Methods as your Jeſuits converted the Chi- 
zeſes, not by ſtrength of Reaſon or Argument, but 
by Glaſſes and Clocks, painted Maps, and Books 
well gilded, thus I gain upon the People with Spi- 
ritual Fancies, well ſounding words, fine Enthuſi- 
aſms and Allegories, thoſe Priſmes of Divinity, and 


this will be an infallible Artifice ; for the common 


People of Erxgland have no more judgment in Theo- 
logy, than the Chizeſe had in Mathematicks ; and if 
the Preacher, like the Exropear: Clock at Pequin, 
ſtrikes alone, and makes a noiſe without Book, whe- 
ther he ſounds true or falſe, it paſles for Inſpiration, 
and the,Voice of God 3; one ſucceſsful Stratagem to 
betray and confound the Church, is this, by our: zzre 
Patronatus we Poſt within the Eſtabliſh'd Church as 

ma- 
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many Unconforming Miniſters as we can, with the 
Popular Title of Sober and Moderate men ; and 
your Caſuiſts and mine have taught them Salvo's 
cnough to diſpcnie with Canonical Oaths and Sub- 
ſcriptions 5 and by this Art we have reduced many 
hundred Pariſh-Churches into Conventicles, whoſe 
Service and Aſſemblies look no more like the Church - 
of Ernglaud, than the Cantons of Swiſſerland ; and 
by this care and caution 1n preſenting, we have aſly- 
red to our ſelvesin every County ſome of the Cler- 
gy to Poll againſt the Church : And, you know, in 
a Siege one Enemy within the Walls is worth a Re- 
21ment without. 

But we never preſent any High Conformilſt, ex- 
cept he be well qualified with little Learning and 


great Immoralities, and then the Ignorance and De- 


bauchery of the one doth us as much ſervice as the 
Nonconformity of the other. But my moſt effefual 
Artifice to ruin our common' Enemy, the Church of 
England, is to. clamour againſt her with the loud 
crics of Popery. I would not have you think me 
ſo weak a Brother, as to have any real ſcruple of 
Conſcience about thoſe minuter things, as Ceremo- 
nies: I, who quaffd down the Blood of Charles the 


_ Firſt, and whole Rivers beſides ; I, that: ſwallow'd 


Whole Foreſts and Mannors, and ingulph'd White- 
Hall and Windſor, Hampton-Court and Woodſtock, &c. 
together with the Spoils of three Kingdoms, without 
the leaſt check or obſtruQion 3 I cannot be ſuppoſed 
m reaſon to ſtrain at the Atome of a Ceremony. 
I know that white and black upon the ſhoulders can 
be no more Superſtition than black and white upon 


the Temples. And therefore, though the _— 
B E 


(S) 
ed Church of Scotland have not the Scandal of Rails 
or Surplice, Croſs or Liturgy, yet it hath not Na- 
kedneſs enough to content my Scotiſh Brethren. But: 
thoſe things which do truly offend us, are thoſe An- 
tichriſtian Ceremonies of Monarchy and Epiſcopacy, 
and the Superſtitions Rites of Crown and Church 
Lands. Indeed our pretended Cavils againſt Cere- 
monies, is a popular Art to ſerve our Intereſt, and, 
I fay, as you did of old, $7 populas wult decipi, decipi- 
atur, eſpecially when I can make advantage by the 
Deluſion. I know the eſtabliſhed Church ſtands - 
upon the Old Foundation of its firſt Reformation, . 
yet my bold Timariot Lewis du Moulin have made 
the People believe that ſhe 1s advanced within one 
hours fail of Rowe, and the uneducated Commons - 
of England, and the half witted Gentlemen, are fo 
happily eafie and credulous, that I can impoſe up- 
on them what I pleaſe, eſpecially in the fears and 
jealouſies of Popery. I have pofleſs'd my Devo- 
to's with ſuch a blind abhorrence of the Common- 
Prayer-Book, that they fancy it is a_ worſe abomi- 
nation than Rempham and Aſhteroth, or any other 
of .the Idols of thoſe Pagan feven Provinces. I 
have made them believe that it is Popiſh Slavery to 
be confin'd to ſpeak Senfe in Prayer : And indeed 
there is a Paſſage in the Service-Book that hath guilt | 
enough to damn the whole Liturgy, and that is, 
that God is the onely Ruler of Princes, I am ſure this 
Expreſſion cannot be taken out of your Maſs-Book, 
for this Hereſie doth at one blow deſtroy the Su- 
premacy of Popes, Parliaments, and Presbyteries, the 
three moſt Potent P's in the World. There is an 
Antient Law that looks like Nature and Morality, 

and

and that is, That men ſhould bow down and wor- 
ſhip God, when they come to addreſs to him in their 
Publick Devotions 3 now it any High Church-man 
of England, when he enters a Cathedral, ſhouid pay 
this Homage of Adoration, if there be a Candleſtick 
or an Eagle of Braſs in the Quire, I make the World 
bclieve that he worſhips the Brazen Serpent, or if 
there be at the Eaſt end ſome fine painted Faces 
with gilded Wings, then I perſwade my Proſelytes, 
that the bowing that way 1s the Superſtitious Humi- 
lity or Worſhipping of Angels, which the Apoſtle 
condemns; I can make them believe, without any 
further queſtion, that the ſinging of Hymns and 
Pſalms according to the Cathedral manner, was a 
Popiſh Invention, and Pointed by Antichriſt, and 
that Chriſt and his Apoſtles Sung the Paſchal Plalm 
in the Tune of Hopkins and Sternbold. Sir, there is 
ſuch an Omnipotence in your name, that you can be 
no leſs than the Vicar of the Almighty 3 the mere 
word of Pope or Popery works Miracles in Exgland; 
if there ſtands in my way a Monarchical Gentleman 
of a flouriſhing Reputation, I do but breathe upon 
him, and fay he is Popiſhly affected, and he is as ſoon 
blaſted and withered as the Fig-Tree in the Goſpel ; 
it was that dear word Popery, which once before 
blew up Church and State, whip't off the Heads of 
King and Camterbury ; nay, there is ſo much Magick 
in it, that the very buzze of Popery will Conjure 
up a Presbyterian Parliament 3 nay, there is ſuch 
Wonders in this name, that I believe, the fears of 
Popery may be fo cunningly managed, as at laſt to 
bring 1t in without any jealoufie at all, and all this 
time the people believe that you and I are dire&t An- 
; B 2 tipodes, 
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tipodes, though we lye in the ſame. Paralle], and 
are equal Enemies to the Divine Right of Kings and 
Biſhops. | 

Pope. In this confiſts the ſtrength of all our Stra- 
tagems, and to continue this profitable deluſion, I 
requeſt you to continue. me the friendſhip of your 
Raillery, for you are never fo kind to me, as when 
you clamour loudeſt againſt me, for if once our Cor. 
reſpondence be diſcovered, all our Politicks are de- 
feated. 

Phan. I never paint you- without - the Devil at 
your Elbow, and then I make you look the worſt of 
the two z never fear a Diſcovery of our Compliance, 
for 'tis beyond the reach of - Mechanicks and-half- 
brain'd Gentlemen to underſtand the finefſes betwixt 
you and I ;- indeed the il|-timed motion of: our Scot- 
tiſh Brethren might have given the World -an un- 
lucky ſufpicion-of our Confederacy, for there being a 
Synchroniſm in our Plots, and ſuch an -agreement in 
our Defigns, it might have __ a vehement pre- 
ſamptionof our Compliance,if we had not had a good 
ſtock of Friends and Confidence ; but oh ! That Cri- 
tical and unfortunate Prorogation of Parliament ! 
when we took up Armsin Scotland, we did not que- 
ſtron but our Allies had been ſafely intrenched at 
Weſtminſter, but ſure that fatal Councel muſt either 
be the Advice of Lucifer or Lauderdale. But to pro- 
ceed ; another Artifice of ours conſiſts in that Hogar 
Mogan word of Proteſtant Religion, a name which 
the People eſteem more Sacred than that which the 
Diſciples aſſumed at Aztzoch, if I do but cry out the 
Proteſtant Religion 1s at ſtake, *tis as great an alarm 
as firing of Beacons.

Phan. I ſee no reaſon why he ſhould not be rec- 
koned in our Communion, for he difowns your In- 
fallibility and Supremacy, and ſcoffs at your Miracle 
of the Maſs, and is as great an Enemy to Images and 
Idols as any Jew or Proteſtant in Hoand ; and he is 
very Orthodox in the Decrees of Predeſtination, the 
great Doctrine of Proteſtants, and what is more than 
all this, his Prieſts wear no Surplice, Lawn Sleeves 
nor Rochets, they neither uſe the ſign of the Croſs, 
nor place any Rails at the Eaſt-end of the Moſch, and 
the Myfti is of the ſame mind with our Presbytery 
concerning Princes, © That whatſoever Prince obey not 
* the Law of God, he is no true Muſcelman or Believer, 
* 2nd being become by his filthy AFions an Infidel, he is 
« zpſo fatto fallen from his Throne, and 10 farther Ca- 
&« pable of Anthority and Government. And with this 
Divinity our T#rk; Brethren ſtrangled _- 

Sultan Ibrahim, in the ſame year Forty 5* F = my 
Ezght, when we by the ſame Maxim cut Hi iy _—__ 
off Charles the Firſt. That in which we 
moſt diſagree, is, that our Brethren in Turky ſtill re- 
tain that old Natural Superſtition of Adoration, and 
when they enter their places of Devotion will with 
low Proſtrations worſhip God, and for that Reaſon, 
becauſe he is Monarch of the whole World; but yet

ls does not fo. much Gandel me; becauſe Trhink - 


they do not worſhip to the Eaſt, but I can't approve 
of their praying fo much and preaching ſo little. 

Pope. Truly, no more doTI; tor their frequenting 
their Moſchs, their praying five times a day, their 
humble Devotions and Adorations preſerve in their 
minds an awful notion of a Deity and Sovereignty, 
and I wiſh, like you, they would preach twice a day, 
and appoint LeCtures twice or thrice a week, this 
would ſo diſtrat and amuſe them with Varieties and 
Novelties, that I believe a good Society of Lecturers 
would ſooner deſtroy the Turkiſh Empire, than all the 
Arms of Perſia and Chriſtendom, or the Mutinies of 
ns Well, you have convinced me that the 

arks ought to be admitted into the Poll-Book of 
Proteſtants, and if the Paſha's of Buda and Babylon, 
with all the Beglerbegs, Spahee's and Fanizaries, be in 
the liſt of Proteſtants, I muſt confeſs you to be the 
moſt formidable Body in the World. But don't you 
take in the Greek Church too into your Proteſtant 
comprehenſion ? > 

Phan. No: They are no more true Proteſtants 
than the Church of Exgland ;, for they have Biſhops 
and Liturgies, Rites and Ceremonies, and ſuch kind 
of Greekery : for the miſchicf 1s, I can't call it Popery 
In them, but they and the reaſon too are ſo far off 

from Ergland, that I hope the Argument will not be 
diſcerned ; but -to conclude this, the Thaumatergick 
word of Proteſtant Religion hath done our Cauſe 
ſuch eminent Service, that in the next Revolution, 
when we give new Charters to State and Reli- 
gion, we deſign to expunge that Popiſh Article of 
Catholick, _ put the Proteſtant Church -_ ary 

reed, 
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Creed, if it ſhall be thought needful to retain any 
Creed at all. | | 

Pope. Well, I am fatisfied you have bravely under- 
mined the Church of England, whoſe Ruins will help 
to Repair the Walls of Old and New Babylon, our 
Church and yours ; but pray, what approaches have 
you made upon the State ? | 

Phan. You muſt know that the Monarchy and 
Church of Exglard, as they are now eſtabliſhed, are 
but one Work, and ſtand upon the ſame bottom, and 
therefore if the Mine ſprings well, both muſt blow 
up together ; but yet I have my peculiar Engines to ' 
Aſſault the Throne, as Firſt, powerful Libels, which 
have more effect than your Bulls, and it will not re- 
quire ſo much of the Black Art to render this King 
odious, as it did to fully the Reputation of his Fa- 
ther, 

[ have already prepared the People for Rebellion, 
by fears and jealouſies of Arbitrary Power 3 if an 
High-Sheriff appears with Buff and Carbine, I tell 
the People they are a Troop of Spahee's, and the 
Lord Lieutenant is a Paſha, and that Charles deſigns 
to bea Sultan. 

Pope. Methinks it 1s fo lately fince your Oliver 
the Firſt was as Grand a Signior as Amurat the Fourth, . 
that that Stratagem ſhould have no force upon this 
Age, for the Cavaliers by a late Experiment have 
more reaſor: to fear Arbitrary Government from you, 
than from their Hereditary Kings, whoſe Intereſt it 
1s to ſecure the Liberty and Property of their Loyal 
Subjects. | | 

Phax. Tis true, the Saints have a right to an ab- - 
ſolute Dominion, and thoſe who ſhall judge Angels, - 


may : 
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—Smay ſurely condemn Kings and Nobles too, and I - 


grant that there ſhall be no Parliament in the Fifth 
Monarchy ; but this Arbitrary Power muſt not be 
allowed to the Kings of the Earth : but however, 
I find that this State Mormo of Arbitrary. Govern- 
ment, does ſti]! fright the Populacy of England, and 
moſt of the Cavaliers are ſuch unconfidering Ani- 
mals, taat though I lately impriſoned them tor the 
maintaining of Liberty, and Sequeſtred them in de- 
fence of Property, and put many to death by High 
Courts of Juſtice to preſerve them from Tyranny, 
yet they don't believe I will do fo again, and ſeem 
ro dread Arbitrary Power in none but Lawful Kings; 
beſides, I have a great advantage, for the People of 
Engiand will eaſily credit a Popiſh-Plot, and are very 
apt to think the worſt of you, but they are not 
ſo ready to ſuſpe&t any evil Deſigns from me 3 if I 
ſhould raiſe a report, that you had, by your Con- 
juring Power of Tranſubſtantiation, transformed an 
hundred thouſand men into Rooks and Crows, and 
ordered that Flying Army to Rendezvouz at Black- 
Heath, and there to ſhake off their. Plumes, and ap- 
pear in Arms, I am confident there are thouſands 
would believe the ſtory ; but they will not believe 
I have any deſign to Kill the King, till they ſee him 
upon the Scaffold. 

Pope. I am ſatisfied you- have planted your Batte- 


ries with great advantage, and have made wide 


Breaches both upon Church and State, but you want 
your five hundred Veterans to enter the Breach, and 
compleat the Conquelt. 

Phan. "Tis true; if I can but once again Quarter 


a Parliament at Gyild-Hal, or Poſt them at Weſt- 
| minſier, 
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minſter, with the Guard of. the City Auxiliaries, 
the buſineſs were done ; for, I confeſs, we can do 
nothing in State or Religion, without the Power 
of an Ordinance, and I grant you that a Rebelli- 
on will not have its due colours or ſtanding force 
without the Levy and Authority of Parliament 
but we are ſecured of a Houſe of Commons of 
our own Temper, for we have baffled the Gentry 
and Clergy, and are become the grand EleQtors of 
England ; for, by Polling all Cottages and Almes- 
Houſes, ( the frankeſt Tenure of England ) by a lit- 
tle pardonable Perjury, and ſplitting our Free-hold 
into Atoms for four and twenty hours, we have 
rendred our ſelves Maſters of EleQions ; and thus by 
an immortal oppoſition betwixt King and Parlia- 
ment, we have rendred the Conſtitution unpraGica-
